REIWINISCENSES OE OLD DAYS 

Jacob Pincus Tells of His Early 
Experiences on the Turf. 

Lexington Greatest Horse Ever 
Foaled in His Opinion — 
Trainer of Iroquois. 



An Amt'riran liorsenian now residin;: in .Tnpan in 
a .‘jit h‘tt«*r furnisher some interostinp informa- 
tion and ttossip in regard to raring in the kingdom 
of flowors. wliero the siwrt is eondiieted under the 
.•inspices of the Nipimn Raee ('luh. which has charge 
of the meetings at Yokohama, ;nid the Tokyo Keiba 
Club, governing the sport in the national capital. 
In reganl to tlie wagering end of the sport he says: 

*Tm the ohhm days, when l>etting was pennitted. 
they used to have crowds of from 10.000 to l.l.OOO 
people, and they l>et like wildfire. They still have 
a form of Ixdting, and if 3011 win you get a slip 
which entitles 3*011 to so many yen worth of mer- 
cli.'indise in the big stores. On certain days the roy- 
alt.v attend, and that is something of a sight. The 
Japanese ix*ople are fond of horses and are really 
fine siKirtsmen. 

The printed programs for the meeting are unique. 
Instemi of issuing a separate program for each day 
the intire program for the week is issued. This is 
marginl3* indexed for each day of the meeting, and 
the lorner of each page is perforated, to be tom off 
as the meeting progresses, so that the holder is not 
de layed in turning to the immediate race. 

REGULATIONS SAME AS HERE. 

The nices arc run the “wrong way of the track.” 
as they are in Eughind and at the Belmont Park 
track, New York. The racing regulations are the 
same as they are at our tracks in regard to weigh- 
ing. d**clarations. claims of foul riding and parading 
at i»ost time. The following are the training regu- 
latimis. as published in the program of the Nippon 
Race riub for the 1917 spring meeting at Yokohama: 

1. Either the training tracks or grass courses 
will be opened cvcr.v day Ixdwecn the hours of 
a. m. and S a. in., or at the discretion of the 
clerk of tlie ccnrs(‘. 

The grass course will be oiamed at tlie discre- 
ti(»n of the clerk «»f the course; notice thereof will 
be jHjsted in the coffee room. 

3. All riders. «‘ither on the training track or 
grass course, must ride right hand to the inside 
rail and must always ride close to the inside rail, 
either at walking or trotting exercise. 

•L When a lad wishes to pass another ruler, 
he must do so on the outside — tliat is, by drawing 
toward the outside mil. 

.0, Should there be an.v bamboos on the course, 
they are to be considered as the rails and riders 
must keep close to them. 

3. So long as other riders are on the course or 
track, no rider sliall be allowed to go the reverse 
way. except at a walking pace. 

7. Not more than three horses will bt‘ allowed 
to work abreast on the training track. 

S. No dogs allowed on the course t>r any iwrtion 
of the club comiKnmd. 

Tluit th** ancient and time-honored custom of 
rough riding is no m3’ster.v to the Oriental jocke3*s 
is shown by an incident related b.v the writer: 

ONE EUROPEAN JOCKEY RIDING THERE. 

“I attended the Tok.vo meeting as well as that at 
Yokohama. There is but one European jockey in the 
Avhole <Tuwd, one Coffey and he is a eapable b03*. 
A funny thing liappen«*d at the T<»kyo meeting. 
Wlien the horses turned into tlu? stretch. St. Augus- 
tin had the rail. (%>ffe.v was riding Mr. McKu3*’s 
(stable name H inode) I'eter Pan. St. Augustin Avas 
alsMit ten yards out from the rail and his boy 
de!ilx*ratel3’ dived liim into Peter I’an, got a hohl 
on Coffe3’’s leg so that he eould not get b>' and 
jios»-d liini out at the finisii. Mr. MeKay protested 
the race, but after a forty-five mimite deliberation, 
in AVhich the racing was held jip. tlie stewards. 
AvJio at T<»k.vo are nearl.v all .T.ipanese, decided 
against him. The ex<*nse was th.it the lx»y on St. 
Augustin Avhipi>ed him on tl»e right side, which 
caused him to ‘roll.’ The Yokohama meeting was 
betliT conductcil. 

“It is true that whon'Aer you find an English 
<-olon.A’ 3*011 Avill find a race <*ourse and a golf course. 
In Hongkong. Shanghai and Y(»kohama the tAVO an* 
comlum^il. The3* race on a turf track a mile ami 
an eighth long with an inside exercising track topped 
Avith a saniiy loam. I wjis agreeabl3* surprised to 
find such gtMxl horses and such a\*»*H conducted meet- 
ings. My friend, .Mr. McKay, is the leading and 
most snceessfiil owner in Japan.” 

The .lapanese pap« rs devote considerable space to 
the racing. The following is the stor3’^ of the run 
ning of tlie Emperor’s Cup race, run on the second 
«l:iy of the NipiMui Jinkey Club meeting. 

“-Vn outsider. Mr. Onoye’s iMiiyogiku, nmiped homo 
first in the chief event of tlie second day’s card of 
the Nipixm R.ace (Jub’s spring meeting at the Ne- 
gishi course 3*cstcrda3' afternoon. In tliis, the Em- 
l»cror’s (’up event, nine homes faced the starter, 
.•uid Toiniishi. the favorite, Avas off in front. Chi- 
yogiku, hoAVi'ver. took the lead away ascending the 
diji and held the position, finishing half a length in 
front of the straining Tomiishi. Happy Da3's, who 
also found man^* backers before the nice, finished 
third. 

EMPEROR DONOR OF THE CUP. 

“Prince Kuni was present as n'presentative of 
His Majesty, the Emperor, the donor of tlie cup. 
On his arrival at the course he Avas met and escort- 
ed to his seat by Sir Conyngham Green, the British 
ambassador and pn*sideut of tlie club. At tlie close 
of the race, the cu]) was presented to the oAvner of 
the Avinuer 1*3* Prince Kuni. With Sir Con.yngham 
Green leading, three cheers wrere given for his maj- 
e.st.v, the Emiieror.” 

The distance of the Emperor’s Cup nice was oue 
mile and was run in lAo\». Tlie winner carried 
11"» lAouuds, while the second and third horses were 
loaded doAvn with 140 and 139 pounds, respecti>*ely. 
That the handicapiiers are in the habit of handing 
out plenty of weight is show’n by one of the condi- 
tions of the event, Avliich specifies that the weight 
imposed shall not exit'd 160 iiounds. The winner 
got the cup and the second horse Avas aAvarded “yen 
-00,” as they say it in Japan. 

The dailv race programs in Tokyo are much longer 
than in Yokohama, ten races being scheduled and a 
notice in the program reads that the first saddling 
1 h* 11 will be rung at 10:30 a. m. At Yokohama 
seven ra<*e.s are scheduled witii the saddling Indl 
for tho first race at l*.:iO p. m., which makes tlie 
program of practiealli* the siiiue lengtli as in this 
nmntry. 

The fact that the emperor officially recognizes 
Hie sport by donating a cup for the feature race, 
speaks H’eli for ruciug in Ike Flowery Kingdom. 



NECROLOGY OF THE TURF IN 1917— DEATH CLAIMS 
MANY PROMINENT TURFMEN 



Mjiu.v eminent men in the affairs of the turf in 
tliis hind and abroad passed behind the imixmetrable 
veil in 1917. Phil .1. Dw.ver, part owmer in his 
young inanhooil of such tremendous race horses as 
Luke Blaekburu. Hindoo, Treinont, Hanover, Miss 
Woodford and a host of others of lesser note; owner 
of the GraA'esend track, president of the Brooklyn 
Jockey (Mub and a w*ise man in business affairs, 
died early in the month of June. William S. 
Barnes, whose annual sales of yearlings from his 
Melbourne Stud were formerly features of im- 
ixirtaiice. passed early in the year. Peter A. Brady, 
owner of some goo<l racers twenty-five years ago 
and in his more recent days a callable and popular 
racing judge. w*as among tho5w* called. James B. 
Brady, lamons for ids diamonds, as w’ell us his 
horses; Elliot C. Cow’din, breeder and owner; 
Schuyler L, Parsons, eminent in the affairs of the 
.Tooke3* Cliih; Oscar I.iewisohn. owner of good horses 
here and in England: John Huggins, u tniiner of 
international fame; EdAvard Kane, long manager 
of the famous Nursery Stud; John W. Kelsey, 
assistant se<*retar.v of tlie Washington Park ('lul>.

New* A'ork. Januaiw 12. — Jacob Pincus. prob- 
ably the oldest turfman in this <ountr3*, is one of 
the most interesting characters connected with the 
turf. Mr. Pincus was born in Baltimore about SO 
years ago and has practical^* devoted all his life to 
racing. He saw the incomparable Ix*xingtou win 
many races and lias often said that I.,exingtoii was 
the “dadd.v of them all.” Itecentlr*, while in a 
reminiscent mood, Mr. Pincus had the following to 
say of his early adventures and the great horses of 
those days: 

“Pi-yor was a great horse, the property of Mr. 
Ten Broeck. He was by Glencoe — Gyp*<y, by Medw, 
and Lecomnte w*as a great horse. In fact, there 
w’ere many great horses in those days, but Lex- 
ington w*as the “daddy of them all.” 

“He always was a free running horse, but not 
at all crazy. I remember as if I had seen him 
but yesterday. He was a bright bay, with a large 
star and a snip on his nose of considerable size, 
and four white feet, the white not amounting to 
‘stockings,’ but coming above the ankles all around. 
He stood a little short of 15% hands, had a clean 
and bloodlike neck, finely arched throttle; fine head 
tapering to the muzzle, ears which wrere thin, beau- 
tifully shaped and well carried, but not especially 
short; a deep , full chest, oblique shoulders and 
grandly muscled arm and stifle. 

“Ills ii-iu was splendid and so were his quarters; 
but one peculiarity struck me especially the mo- 
ment I had a chance to look him over, and that 
w’as that he had the longest and the most elastic 
pasterns I had ever seen under a horse. His stylo 
of running was also peculiarly impressive. He ran 
with his head extended, and he carried his tail 
rather high, so that he presented a top outlino 
w*hich was straight and level from his nose to tho 
tip of Ids tail. 

TRAITS OF GREAT LEXINGTON. 

“Like all fast horses I rememlier to have seen, 
I.iexington had straight hind logs, although they 
were not so straight as those of the Ill-Used, King- 
fisher and Henry of Navarre. He was a quick 
b<*giimer. but. as there were practically no races 
at less than a mile in those days, w*e made no effort 
to make quick beginners of our horses. We were 
more conc(*rned in what th(*3' would do when making 
a finish in the stretch, and that w*as w’here Lexing- 
ton never failed to make good. Then, too, many 
of our great races w*ere matches, big stakes or 
sw’eepstakes, in which tliere were seldom more than 
four starters at the most, and, of course, there 
was no struggle to get out in the lead to escape 
interference. 

“I look upon Lexington as one of tho greatest 
tlioronghbroils ever foaled, groat on the turf and 
great in the stud. The w’eiglits carried in those 
days were not lieavy, and tlie time would not com- 
pare with tliat made nowadays, but Lexington al- 
ways did whatever w'as asked of him, and he was 
meeting great ones: and since his day his sons 
and daughters have been able to do the same thing.” 

Referring to his earliest experiences as a jockey, 
Mr. Pincus sa3's; 

“I iMdieve the first mount 1 ever liad in a race 
was ilown in New Orleans in 1852. 1 rode a mare 

♦ ailed Ida. not at the Metairie, but at another 
trm k down there. She belon.ged to a Mr. Warwick. 
New* Orleans was a great racing jKiint in those early 
days and there was much racing tiiere all 
through the winter. Those were the days of long 
races, too. A tw*o- 3*ear-old filly by Biilh'tin won 
a four mile race and I saw’ a two-3*ear-old filly 
named Telie win a raee at mile heat.s, three in 
five, when it took seven heats to decide the raee. 

“It should be ad«<ed, however, that the age counted 
from Ma3* 1 in those da3*s instead of from January 
1. .as it does now*. I mice rmle in a raee in which 
four four-mile heats Avere run. Sue Washington 
iiltimatcl3* won the raee. but she hail to run six 
torn miles to win it and it tm>k the livi’s of at 
least two of the horses engaged in it. Balloon, 
(he horse I rode, died after the fourth lieat. 

KOW SETTING "WAS CONDUCTED. 

“^lost of the betting in those days w’lis simple' 
out of hand or ‘on the ikhI.’ as they called it .and 
often there w’as immensely heavy betting after 
the horses had turned into the stretch and evei\v 
bid Avas made goml, too.” 

In referring to the most spectacular triumph of 
his turf career Mr. Pincus talks modestly. 

“.Mr. liorillard had his horses in Billy Brown’s 
hands over in England and he telegraphed me to 
come over from Baltimore and go across to take 
charge of his Englisli string. This aaus in 188<) 
Iroquois had gone over as a yearling, but aa*c1I along 
in the season Barrett, b.v Bonnie Scotland, had de- 
veloped into a great tAAO-year-old. having Ix*aten 
several good ones on this side. Avith SpinuAvay among 
them and so he sent him to start in the Derb.v 
along with Iroijiiois. 

“As it turned out, it w’ould' have been better if 
he had left the son of Bonnie Scotland at home, 
for hi* developed into a regular lunatic Avorking on 
the open heaths over there, W’here tliey galloped 
on the grass Avithout any inside or outside rails, 
just as niaii3’ another American horse has done in 
England, and I never av:is able to get him into 
anything like racing form as long as I had him 
there, although he came back here and won some 
good races. 

“Barrett’s splendi«I reputation preceded him in 
England and in tlie future b«‘tting. Mr. I.oriIl.ard’s 
entry went to a short price, at least much shorter 
than it Avoiild have gone had Barrett been left at 
liome, for he Avas a big, upstanding fellow, high 
headed and fast, while Iroquois was a smaller 
and less impressive looking colt and, besides he had 
the reputation of being an in-and-outor. As a 
I matter of fact, Iroipiois Avas generally underrated 
over there. 

“In truth, he was really a game and consistent 
colt, but Jeffries, Avho had been riding him, was 
an inconsistent boy and he gave the colt a reini- 
tiim w*hioh ho noA’er deserved — the reputation of 
bi'ing an in-and-outer — for he Avas fast and game 
:ind always eould be depended upon if proiH‘rly 
handled. He was a rich brown, not higher than 
15.2^, but a griiudly turned colt, built for speed 
and a stayer. 

“There were some few in England who really 
appreciated him and one of these was the owner of

the great filly Bal Gal (I.ord Falmouth). One 
morning when I had iVirrctt out on the heath, 
working at a consid**rahle <listance from wliere 1 
was standing, Bal Gal’s (►wner, thinking I was 
working Inxiuois. came nn and asked me how my 
colt was working. 

“ ‘1 Jiavc not had a chance to try him yet.* 
1 replied. 

“ ‘Well. I have triiol him,’ he rejoined, ‘and I 

know he is a 1 <ott. It av.is trial enough f<*r 

me when 1 s.aw him race my filly to a head last 
year when Archer was taking the last ounce out of 
her and Jeffries was up on your colt. Bal Gal was 
the most highly tried filly I ever owned and any 

eolt tltat can carry her along like that must b«? a 

good tm«.* ! ’ ’ 

“Theu, of course. I knew he ino.-int Irfsiuois 

and I explained lo him that I was working Burrett. 

“Barrett was a bright golden, or ‘soft’ bay, 
big. high -headed and full of dash and fire, a grand 
one to b>ok at.” 

“Did lr<M|uois liave any trouble in getting tlinmgh 
and winning?” 

“No. none at all. He alway.s w.js prominent, and 
he could have g<me to the front at any time after 
the fall of tlie flag. Arclier did not liave lo ride 
him otu in any p.irt of tlie journey, and he beat 
bis opiMUients easily, Arelier sal siraight up in the 
old-fashioned wa.v. with a long rein and d*«p seat. 
It was an easy raeo.”

lAniisville. Ky.. Jnnnnr.v 12. — “Chief” J<»hnson, 
om* «»f the oldest and probabl.v the only joekey 
of Indi.an extraction in this eountry. who is at 
present employed as exereise “hoy” in the stable 
<»f W. S. Kilmer at Churchill Downs, is said to be 
the only rider who has ever “talked back’* to 
starter Mars Cassidy wlio. owing to his strict dis- 
cipliin*. is much feared b.v those riding under him. 

An instance of Johnson's indei>cndence was re- 
eor<h*d sev»*ral wint4*rs ago when he was riding 
at Juarez. wln*re Gassidy was starter. Tin? ‘‘('hief” 
was astride a mare named Lister and in liis 
anxiety to get her away in front, he kept break- 
ing through the harrier. This ruffled the t»*mi»er 
of ('assicly <*onsid«*mhly ninl. after vigorously t.ik- 
ing the rid<*r to task, lie diiveted Harry Morrissoy, 
his chh*f assistant, to take Imld of the man*. As 
he complied with tlie order, Jolinson dismounte<l. 
This, naturally. a<ldcd to the starter’s wrath, 
ami 1 h* lhunden*d out at the rider: “You blankety 

blank Imliaii half-breed galoot, wliat are you doing 
off that mare?” 

“It iloii’t tak<* two to hold her, Mr. ('assidy.” 
snappe<l back Johnson. “If he’s going to hold 
her h*t him do it.” 

Then addressing his nssistunt, Cassidy dire<*ted 
him to put Johnson back on the mare ami to 
turn h«*r loose. 

Wh<*n the start finally eame Lister got away 
in front and won by a head. Wlu*n Johnson re- 
turned to the scales room. (*assi<1y notifii d him that 
he h:ul “givt*n him the meeting.” 

“Wliat tio you expect me to do with the meet- 
ing?” «lrawle4l Johnson. “You've had it yourself 
for forty -five days and ain’t done no good with 
it,” 

COULD MAKE MONEY ON GROUND. 

On the following day Johnson sought out the 
starter :iml pleadetl with him to susp«*nd his 
ruling. “I can’t make any mom*y on the ground 
ami I h;iv<* two mounts toda.v that I can win with. 
Johnson's ir.sist<*nt pleading was not lii vain, for 
Cassidy blurt«*d: “(;<» jmd make weight on those 

horses and get to h -i out of niv wav.” 

Johnson’s lack of reverence for racing officials 
brought him into eonfliet with Judge Cliarles F. 
Brice one »lay during the same meeting. 

The “niief” luid just ridd«*n H. B. Gorin’s 
mare Brightstone in a race and, while lie was 
engaged in removing the saildh* girth, tin* mare 
st<*piH*<l on Johnsons foot. This brought forth 
from the joekey some choice epithets, which were 
overheard by Judge Brice, who <iemaiided an ex- 
ida nation. 

“1 was just telling that blith«*ring idiot of a 
mare to get off m.v foot.” replied Johnson n*peating 
the stream of cuss words lie had appli»*d. 

“Just f(»r that I'll fine you $.50,” declared the 
judge severely, whereupon the “Chief” inquired 
if he meant Mexican money and was told that la* 
did not. 

Several days later Johnson met Judge Price and 
asked him if the fine stood. Upon being assured 
that it did. he laughingly told the official to mark 
It on the ice and when it thawed it would be off. 
Later on Judge Brice relented and remitted the 
fine. 

In all of the history of American racing there 
is probably not an other instance where a jo<*key 
was ruh*<l off f»»r the acts of another rider. 
Johnson’s career supplies the only known instance 
of tills kind. 

UNUSUAL EXPERIENCE AT HAWTHORN. 

It happened at H.'iwthorn the last year that racing 
was held in Chicago. Johnson w’as riding for J. 
W. Fuller, whose horses were stabled at Harlem. 
On tile day in ipiestion the boy went to Hawtliorn 
to scratch a horse and make an entry for his 
employer. Having no riding engagements for that 
day, he startid to return to Harlem, wlien he 
was ask(*d to and «*onsente4l to ride Don Ami 
in the tiiird race. He put on the colors and made 
the weight, but a short time prior to the race liis 
engagement was cancelletl and he was notified 
that the boy who had ridden the horse in his 
former races would liave the mount. 8o lie dressed 
and returned to the Harlem track, about four 
miles distant. 

Tlie following morning he was duinfounded niion 
picking up a iiewspiip»*r to rea<l that lie In-ul been 
ruled off for a bad riile on Don Ami the previous 
day. He r»*turiied to the track tin* following <lav 
to ride a horse beh*nging to “Red” Walker, hut 
was notifi(*d he <ouId not do so as he had lH*en 
ruled off. He went to the judges and told them 
a grave mistake had l>een mad(*, but they were 
obdurate and declared that he had ridden the horse 
in <iuestion, although he assured them he was 
four mibis away w'hen the race w’as run. Clerk 
of the Scales Pomeroy also backed up Johnson’s 
contention, hut to no avail. 

The boy went west and six months after, xvliih 
he was working at Overland Bark track in Ih'iivor. 
the officials there received notice that he liad 
been r«*ston*d to gocal standing. 

BORN IN THE YEAR 1860. 

.Toimson was born in the year I860 at AVagner. 
in tin* Imlian Territory, which is now the State of 
Oklahoma. His fatlier was ji white man. who was 
lK>rn in Louisville, Ky., but who emigrated to the 
territory and married a full-bhK»ded Cheroki*e wo- 
in.nn. 

He started riding ovt*r thirty -seven years ago 
and during that long period lias ridden on almost 
ev«*ry track in this <*ouiitry, Cana<l;i and Mexico. 
He rode his first winner at Bannim, Tex., the 
horse iM'ing White Stocking, owned by a man named 
Cliff Burnett. ID* lias probably lM*cn riding longer 
tlian any living American jockey, altlioiigh tln*n* 
were .sevenil breaks in his long years of saddle 
work. His most imtablo showing was at Charles- 
ton, S. ('., iluriiig the eximsition at that place, when 
in forty -one «l.iys of racing h»* a<*couiitcd for 
«‘ighty-two races, or two r.ices cadi dav. At that 
time 1 m* was riding for Harry Mack. 

He <|uit riding during the 'spring of 1915 at New 
Orh*ans. Jiis last winning mount being the mare 
Mar.v H, Since that time h«* lias been engaged gal- 
loping horses for various stables, including those 
of I. E. Clark. J. Umensetter and J. F. Newman. 
ID* also h.is the distinction of having had the job 
of galloping Sun Briar during the traiuhig season 
list year. Johnson will resume this work when 
tlie cra<k colt is brought to I'lmrchill Dowus from 
winter iiiiarters at Binghamton, N, Y.

Other winners siicceedeil in Clair- 
etta. Don Pa 4 *cz. Shah .Ti'han, U'lalume. Cytliera and 
Donnetta, the last proving by far the most ser- 
viceable. Bred by Sir Simon Lockhart, by l>om»- 
van — Rinovata, she ran twelve times as a two- 
year-old, W’inning two races of minor Jmportanci*. 
and in her next year ran nine times without once 
hitting the mark. As a four- year -ohl she 4 lid 
better, winning four races. Sir Edgar bought her 
under the hammer f 4 >r 4.50 guineas, and Renaissance 
at the same time for 350 guineas. That was a red- 
letter day for her new' owner, as Donnetta w’on in 
-nccession the Rrigliton Highweight Handicap, the 
Reilcar Handicap, and ran a th-ad heat for the Don- 
4 *aster Welter, and later the Molesey Autumn Han- 
dicap at Hurst Bark. As a five-.vear-old the mare 
won the Durdans Handicap at Pipsom, the New- 
market July Handicap, the Brighton Stakes, the 
Hnrewood Handicap at Yi>rk and the Duke of Yi>rk 
Stakes at K(*mptou. In her next and last seasim 
she was third to Dean Swift and Golden Measim* 
for the City ami Suburban, won the Keiniiton 
“Jubilee” and Crav 4 *n Stakes at Epsom, retiring 
to the stud after lieing unplaced for the July Han- 
dicap. A genuine record.
